To this the Board had 
becn more particularly Iced, in consequence 
of the original plan of the Institution, and to 
prevent, if possible, an application of any of 
its funds to any @bject contrary to the inten- 
tions of the donors. It was therein stated, 
that Bibles and Testaments had been for- 
warded and deposited in most towns in the’

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BARBARITY. 

At the late term of the Supreme Judicial Court 
in Worcester, six young men, belonging to Bolton, 
were indicted for a riot, and pleaded guilty. The 
ringleader, Samuel Warmer, was sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the county jail for six months, and 
the others for 3 months, and to pay costs of pro- 
secution. ‘The facts of this transaction are as fol- 
lows,viz. A young lady belonging to Bolton,inthe 
month of Julylast,was engaged to be married tothe 
brother of Warner, who, being apprehensive that 
ifthe marriage should take place, his paternal in- 
terest would descend to his brother, in exclusion 
of himself, determined to prevent it. Actuated 
by these selfish and depraved views,he circulated 
reports unfavourable.to her character as a woman, 
and procured a number of persons to unite with 
him in the execution of a most barbarous and 
wicked scheme. ‘They accordingly assembled 
one evening, waylaid her on her retorn home, 
placed her on a rail, and carried her the distance 
of a mile and a half, she at the same time making 
all the resitance in her power, & uttering shrieks 
of terror which would have melted the heArts of 
any but a body of ruffians. Inthe course of the 
affray, she fell once from the rail, which was car- 
tied sheulder high, and experienced a severe 
shock. She was again replaced. The injury 
sustained by her was so great, that she was im- 
mediatly confined to her bed, and for some time it 
was considered doubtful whether she would sur- 
vive. She is still in a very feeble state, and by no 
means out of danger. Itappeared in evidence 
that this female had always borne an unsullied 
character, and had never given occasion to any 
unfavourable suspicion.

CASE OF SEDUCTION. 
Exemplary Damages.—The case of Walmsley 
vs. Mercer, was tried at the Court of Common 
Pieas, which has just closed its session at Elkton, 
Maryland, and the jury found a verdict of $6000 
The case we understand was marked 
by circumstances of peculiar aggravation.

“Are you going to the ball tomorrow?” said 
Mr. Fiddlefaddle to his friend Christianus. ‘To 
the bail!” replied Christianus, with an air of in- 
dignant firm , “to the ball! certainly not.” 
‘* But why not,” rejoined Mr. F. with his usual 
flippance, ‘“‘ why not? surely there can be no 
hurt in balls.” ‘* That is the very point,” an- 
ewered Christianus ; “ if it can be made to ap- 
pear that there is no huft in balls, I have no. ob- 
jection to attending ; for I certainly am not an 
enemy to the innecent amusements of youth. But 
I have long been ina habit of regarding balls as 
wicked, destructive things; and am forbidden by 
every principle which | think ought to influence 
rational minds, to attend onthem more. If you 
will promise to hear me through, and not inter- 
rupt me, | will briefly sfate te you the reasons on 
which is grounded my hostility to balls.” Mr. F. 
readily assented to this proposal, and Christianus 
roceeded as follows :—** Balls, in the first place, 
ire an useless waste oftime. Time with us is 
very short, and 1 am in a habit of viewing it very 
precious.

Ent balls atso invelve considerable expense of 
property. Our worldly interest was given as a 
ineans of doing good ; and we are bound to dis- 
pose of it in that manner which appears most be- 
neficial. How then can I feel at liberty to expend 
four, five, yea perhaps ten dollars ina ball, every 
time such an amusement occurs; when by de- 
voting even but a part of this expense to other 
objects, | might be enabled to assist in scattering 
the words of life, and become a mean, perhaps, 
of saving my fellow-immortals from endless death ! 
Bes. ‘os, it is almost invariably the case, that balls 
intrude largely on hours of rest. With me, my 
friend, the séason of rest ie almost a sacred one.—- 
I must spend it according to the original inten- 
tion. or | am unfitted for business, at least during 
the succeeding day. How then could! feel wil- 
ling to terry, till midnight, coc k-crowing, break 
of day, or perhaps sun-rise, amidst the frivolities 
and nonsense of the ball-room ! But this is not the 
worst. Balls, 1 have reason to think, are vastly 
injurious to health. I need not tell you, that we 
all are bound to use the most proper means for the 
preserration of our lives and health.

Ory if young per- 
sons have been previously serious, the ball-room 
effaces all.

During all 
the protracted period of her sufferings, mot a word 
of complaint was heard from her lips ; she also 
gave the most satisfactory evidence, that not @ 
murmuring thought was cherished in her heart. 
Her remarks on her sufferings seemed to be mere- 
ly incidental, except when she spoke of them in 
allusion to God’s justice and kind designs in af- 
flicting her; then she would often say, * I hare 
not one pain, which is not necessary, and good for 
me.”? When her mercies were the subject of) 
conversation, which every day. witnessed, she 
(would speak with unaffected emphasis and grati- 
tude. All her complaints were directed at her-'| 
self, that she was no more humble for sin, nor} 
grateful for the blessings of proyidence and grace. | 
She was always easily susceptible of the suffer- | 
ings of others. Asa wife she was kind and faith- 
ful, as a parent tender and affectionate, as a 
friend uniform and sincere, and as a neighbor 
oblizing and hospitable. But all these, and all 
her other social virtues, constituted in themselves, 
no part of a righteousness, in which she could 
dare to appear before her Judge. The grace of 
God in Christ Jesus, was her only dependence. 
She would often say, “I must have fresh pardons 
while I live in this world.”?” A few hours pre- 
vious to her death, though she was ready to de- 
part, and could say, ‘*Come.Lord Jesus, come 
quickly,’ yet she did not forget, that she was 
still a sinner; and im testimony that she had a 
deep sense cf her sins, and the love and sufferings 
of Christ in dying for her, she repeated the foi- 
lowing lines from Watts : 

*Fwere you, my sins, my cruel sins, 

lis chief tormenters were ; 
Each of my crimes became a nail, 
And unbelief the spear. 
As in life so in death, she manifested a good 

hope through grace. We trust she now knows 
from happy experience, thal there remaineth a rest 


for the peagle of God,
